Brief Description of Intent:

Delete the highlighted sections on the attached sheet. The intent of this draft is to give the Medical
College greater flexibility in managing this appropriation given that the appropriation will be
reduced by 50% in the biennial budget bill to achieve GPR spending reductions.

Steve:

I have received the above-captioned drafting request and have detected what appears to be a problem with eliminating
from s. 20.250 (1) (a) the specific amount to be disbursed under s. 39.155 for each student. The problem is that
eliminating the specific amount creates a conflict with s. 39.155 (2) insofar as that provision refers to prorating
payments if the appropriation is insufficient to pay "the amount specified to be disbursed under s. 20.250 1) (@..."
Obviously, one cannot determine whether the appropriation is sufficient to pay a specified amount per student if no
amount is specified.

Similarly, eliminating the specified amount in s. 20.250 (1) (a) creates a conflict with s. 39.155 (3) because that
provision refers to “"the difference between the tuition assessed a nonresident student . . . and the amount disbursed

under s. 20.250 (1) (a) . . .". Again, obviously, one cannot calculate the difference between nonresident tuition and an
unspecified amount.

There are a couple of ways to remedy these conflicts. One would be to draft s. 20.250 (1) (a) as requested and to
conform s. 39.155 (2) and (3) by eliminating the reference in s. 39.155 (2) to the amount specified in s. 20.250 (1) (a)
and by repealing sub. (3). )

The other method would be to amend s. 39.155 (1) to require HEAB to specify a per capita amount annually and to
refer in s. 20.250 (1) (a) to "the amount determined by HEAB under s. 39.155 (1) . . .".

After you have had a chance to think this over, let me know how you want to proceed.
